The limitation in section 302 regarding 1

transfers increasing any appropriation shall be applied to 2

transfers to appropriations under the heading ‘‘Depart-3

ment of Education—Student Aid Administration’’ during 4

the period covered by this Act by substituting ‘‘10 per-5

cent’’ for ‘‘3 percent’’ for the purposes of the continuation 6

of basic operations, including student loan servicing, busi-7

ness process operations, digital customer care, common 8

origination and disbursement, cybersecurity activities, and 9

information technology systems. 10
